Resolution  approving  an  amendment  to  the  budget  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  fiscal  year  2002-2003  by  increasing  the 
Agency's  expenditure  authority  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $43,100,000;  authorizing 
the  Agency's  issuance  of  Tax  Allocation  Bonds,  in  one  or  more  series,  each  in  either 
variable  rate  or  fixed  rate  mode,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $43,100,000;  authorizing 
the  Agency's  receipt  of  Additional  Tax  Increment  necessary  to  repay  the  principal 
and  interest  on  said  bonds;  and-approving  a  Cooperation  and  Tax  Increment 
Reimbursement  Agreement  with  the  Agency  with  respect  to  the  Verba  Buena  Center 
Redevelopment  Project  Area:  and  authorizing  an  agreement  between  the  Agency  and 
the  Parking  Authoritv  pertaining  to  thte  operation  of  the  proposed  Jessie  Square 
Garage. 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(the  "Agency")  is  implementing  various  Redevelopment  Plans  and  programs  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  in  accordance  with  the  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law  (the  "CRL");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  33606  of  the  CRL  requires  the  legislative  body  of  the 
Agency  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors"),  to  approve  the  Agency's  annual  Budget,  and 
any  amendment  to  the  Agency's  Budget;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  Agency's  budget  for  the  fiscal 
year  2002=2003  by  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  491-02;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  by  Resolution  Nos.1 85-2002  through  192-2002,  inclusive 
("Agency  Authorizations"),  has  authorized  several  actions  concerning  the  development  of 
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open  space,  cultural  and  parking  facilities  on  Central  Block-1  (located  on  the  block  bounded 
by  Mission  and  Market  Streets  and  Third  and  Fourth  Streets),  in  the  Verba  Buena  Center 
Redevelopment  Project  Area,  designed  to  construct  Jessie  Square,  an  approximately  450 
apauid  fjublic  petrkiriy  yarayfa!  bfcjiiuall I  Jeaaie  Square,  the  substructuiUb  fui  the  Mexican 
Museum  and  The  Magnes  Museum  (formerly  known  as  the  Jewish  Museum)  and  related 
improvements,  (together,  the  "Jessie  Square  Improvements"),  that  will  complete  the  last 
major  cultural  and  open  space  development  contemplated  by  the  Verba  Buena  Center 
Redevelopment  Plan,  all  as  described  in  the  Agency  Authorizations  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  October  22,  2002.  the  Agency  found  and  determined  in  Resolution 
No.  185-2002  that  the  environmental  impacts  of  the  Jessie  Square  Improvements  are  within 
the  scope  of  the  environmental  impacts  previously  analyzed  in  the  VBC  Subsequent  EIR  and

that  no  additional  environmental  review  is  required  by  the  California  Environmental  Quality  | 
Act;  and,  I 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  wishes  to  amend  its  Budget  for  the  fiscal  year  2002-2003  to  | 
increase  the  expenditure  authority  of  the  Agency  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $43,100,000 
to  enable  the  Agency  to  construct  or  cause  the  construction  of  the  Jessie  Square 
Improvements;  and,  j 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  wishes  to  enter  into  loans  and/or  to  issue  and  to  refund,  as 
necessary,  or  to  cause  to  be  loaned  and/or  issued  and/or  refunded  on  its  behalf  or  by  a  public 
finance  authority,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  (such  loans,  bonds,  notes 
or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  being  referred  to  as  the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $43,100,000  and  which  will  be  repaid  from  and  secured  by  the  taxes 
allocated  to  and  paid  to  the  Agency  pursuant  to  the  CRL  (and  in  particular  but  not  limited  to 
Sections  33670  -  33674)  and  pursuant  to  Section  16  of  Article  XVI  of  the  California 
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Constitution  (such  taxes  referred  to  as  "Tax  Increment");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  issuance  of  tax  allocation  bonds  | 
to  finance  part  of  the  construction  costs  of  the  Jessie  Square  Improvements  is  necessary  i 
and  appropriate  and  there  is  no  other  reasonable  means  of  financing  such  Improvements 
available;  and,  

WHEREAS,  The  construction  of  the  Jessie  Square  Improvements  with  public 
financing  will  (1)  produce  tax  revenue  from  parking  taxes,  the  possessory  interest  tax  on 
the  long-term  lease  of  approximately  fifteen  percent  of  the  parking  stalls  in  the  garage 
to  CB-1  Entertainment  Partners  LP,  a  California  limited  partnership  and  its  affiliates,  as 
well  as  hotel  tax  revenues  from  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  garage  by  hotel  guests 
(collectively  "New  City  Revenues");  and  (2)  create  an  income  stream  from  the  operation  of 
the  garage  in  the  form  of  net  garage  revenues  to  the  Agency,  and  said  Now  City  Rovonuos

WHEREAS,  The  CRL  provides  that  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  is  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  wishes  to  enter  into  a  Cooperation  and  Tax  Increment 
Reimbursement  Agreement  with  the  City  that  obligates  the  Agency  to  reimburse  the  City  for 
that  portion  of  the  Tax  Increment  provided  to  repay  the  principal  and  interest  rolatod  to  on  the  I 
Bonds  which  is  not  othenwise  reimbursed  by  the  New  City  Revenues  generated  by  the  | 
Garaoe:  and,  and  authorizes  the  Aaoncv  to  retain  cortain  not  aaraao  rovonues  to  roplaco  |

Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  Development  to/accept  and 
expend  a  federal  grant  in  the  amount  of  $498,900  for  the  Preservation  and  Restoration 
of  Uie  Old  Mini.  —  

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Government  owns  that  certain  property  located  in  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  bounded  by  Fifth,  Jessie,  Mint  and  Mission  Streets  commonly  known  as  the 
Old  U.S.  Mint  (the  "Old  Mint"),  but  has  long  since  ceased  use  and  operation  of  the  Old  Mint 
and  has  declared  the  Old  Mint  surplus  to  its  needs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Old  Mint  played  a  pivotal  role  in  the  financial  history  cf  the  United 
States  and  is  considered  one  of  the  last  major  Greek  Revival  buildings  in  the  countny 
associated  with  federal  architecture;  as  such  the  Old  Mint  occupies  a  prominent  position  in  the 
historical,  architectural,  and  economic  development  of  San  Francisco  and  the  nation  and  was 
designated  as  a  National  Historic  Landmark  on  July  4,  1961  and  included  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  on  October  15,  1966;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  letter  of  intent  between  the  | 
Federal  General  Services  Administration  ("GSA")  and  the  City,  GSA  and  the  City  have  agreed 
to  the  terms  for  the  conveyance  of  ownership  of  the  Old  Mint,  including  a  quit  claim  deed  with 
covenants  requiring  the  City  or  any  subsequent  owners  to  comply  with  the  Secretary  of 
Interior's  Standards  for  historic  preservation  in  any  alteration  or  rehabilitation  of  the  Old  Mint, 
and  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  State's  Historic  Preseivation  Officer  ("SHPO")  regarding 
such  alterations  at  various  stages  in  the  design  and  construction  process;  and  a 
Programmatic  Agreement  that,  among  other  things,  sets  forth  a  coherent  process  for  securing 
SHPO's  approvals  under  the  deed  and  resolving  disputes;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  As  part  of  its  due  diligence  related  to  the  possible  transfer  of  the  Old  Mint, 
and  in  order  to  verify  that  that  reuse  of  the  Old  Mint  under  the  agreed-upon  historic 
preservation  covenants  is  financially  feasible.  City  staff  hopes  to  identify  an  acceptable

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor  has  established  a  blue  ribbon  task  force  (the  "Old  Mint  Task 
Force")  to  (i)  solicit  public  comment  regarding  the  Old  Mint,  (ii)  help  craft  the  form  and  content 
of  the  RFP,  (iii)  evaluate  responses  to  the  RFP,  and  (iv)  make  recommendations  regarding 
the  conveyance  and  development  of  the  Old  Mint  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  complete  the  City's  due  diligence  review  of  the  Old  Mint  and  to 
support  the  efforts  of  the  Old  Mint  Task  Force,  including  the  Old  Mint  Task  Force's  evaluation 
of  responses  to  the  RFP,  certain  historic  preseivation  and  economic  development  consultant 
services  are  needed:  and,

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  minimize  costs  and  liabilities  associated  with  ownership  of  the  j 
Old  Mint  prior  to  its  development,  certain  maintenance  and  security  services  will  need  to  I 
provided  to  the  Old  Mint;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  pay  for  such  consultant,  maintenance  and  security  costs 
without  burdening  the  City's  General  Fund,  the  City  has  secured  a  grant  from  the  Community 
Planning  and  Development  division  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  in  the  amount  of  $498,900  (the  "Grant" )  for  the  following  purposes  related  to  the 
preservation  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Old  Mint,  (i)  preparation  of  a  Historic  Structures  Report, 
(ii)  review  of  responses  to  the  RFP  for  consistency  with  the  Secretary  of  Interior's  Standards 
for  Historic  Preservation  by  an  expert  historic  preser\/ation  consultant,  (iii)  economic  and 
market  analysis  of  the  feasibility  of  developing  the  Old  Mint,  and  (iv)  operations,  maintenance

[Corporate  property  reassessments.] 


Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  place  on  the  ballot  a  constitutional 
amendment  modifying  current  tax  code  to  close  corporate  loopholes  in  Proposition  13 
and  allow  reassessment  of  corporate  property  ai  current  value. 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  13,  which  was  passed  by  California  voters  in  1978,  made  no 
distinction  between  residential  and  commercial  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  13  changed  the  process  by  which  property  is  reassessed  so 
that  property  is  reassessed  at  no  greater  than  2%  annually  or  only  when  property  ownership 
changes  or  when  new  construction  occurs  or  when  there  is  a  decline  in  property  due  to 
damage;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While.  Proposition  13  was  represented  as  benefiting  homeowners,  two 
thirds  of  the  tax  cut  went  to  corporate  property  owners;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  homes  change  ownership  more  often  than  corporate  property, 
they  are  reassessed  more  frequently,  which  results  in  homeowners  carrying  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  tax  burden  than  they  othenwise  would;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  higher  tax  burden  for  new  businesses  as  compared  with  businesses 
that  have  continued  to  hold  the  same  property  for  some  time  can  result  in  a  disincentive  for 
the  formation  of  new  businesses  and  a  reduction  in  competition;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  current  tax  law,  even  if  more  than  50%  of  the  stock  of  a  corporation 
changes  hands,  that  is  not  considered  a  change  in  ownership,  and  reassessment  of  property 
owned  by  the  corporation  will  not  result;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Center  on  Budget  and  Policy  Priorities  estimates  that  the  corporate 
loopholes  in  Proposition  13  results  in  a  loss  of  tax  revenue  of  $3.5  to  $5  billion  annually;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  lack  of  tax  revenue  resulting  from  Proposition  13  has  resulted  in  a 
scarcity  of  funds  for  California's  public  schools;  and 

 WHEREA^AHowiiig-pefiodit^reassessmeriti'orxornmercial  property  rather  than  the  — 

current  Gystcm  would  result  in  properly  beiiiy  vdluad  diid  taxed  based  on  its  actual  worth, 
rather  than  based  on  acquisition  value;  now,  therefore  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  California  Fair  Employment  and  Housing  Act  (FEHA)  as  currently 
written  contains  language  that  preempts  local  jurisdictions  such  as  San  Francisco  from 
enforcing  local  laws  designed  to  eliminate  discrimination  in  employment  and  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  preemption  language  seriously  weakens  the  ability  of  San  Francisco 
and  other  California  cities  and  counties  to  address  discrimination  faced  by  its  residents 
because  local  jurisdictions  are  restricted  from  ordering  remedies  for  proven  acts  of 
discrimination;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  investigating  and  documenting  a  serious  problem  of  discrimination, 
San  Francisco  and  other  California  cities  and  counties  have  chosen  and  could  still  choose  to 
add  additional  protected  categories,  not  covered  by  FEHA,  to  local  anti-discrimination  laws  to 
address  serious  acts  of  discrimination  faced  by  community  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  Eliminating  the  preemption  language  in  FEHA  would  allow  individuals 
suffering  from  employment  or  housing  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  a  protected  category  not 
covered  by  FEHA  to  sustain  a  cause  of  action  in  court  to  seek  redress  for  such  discrimination; 
and; 

WHEREAS,  If  the  preemption  language  in  FEHA  were  removed,  the  enforcement 
authority  of  local  agencies,  such  as  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission,  would  be 
strengthened,  increasing  their  ability  to  resolve  complaints  of  discrimination,  and 
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WHEREAS,  If  the  preemption  language  in  FEHA  were  removed,  local  agencies  would 
have  the  authority  to  compel  defendant  companies  to  participate  in  resolving  allegations  of 
discrimination  instead  of  simply  asking  for  their  cooperation  in  the  resolution  process,  thereby 
resolving  complaints  more  quickly  at  the  local  level; 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
expresses  its  strong  support  for  Assembly  Bill  18,  which  would  eliminate  the  preemption 
language  in  the  California  Fair  Employment  and  Housing  Act.

WHEREAS,  The  Beach  Chalet  was  built  in  1925,  and  in  1980  the  building  was  given 
the  status  of  national  landmark  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Interior;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1994  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  ("Department")  received  a 
$750,000  grant  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Transportation  to  complete  restoration  of  the 
Beach  Chalet  Building  to  establish  a  visitor's  center  in  the  west  end  of  Golden  Gate  Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  matched  those  federal  funds  with  Golden  Gate  Park 
Bond  funds  and  in  1996  completed  the  rehabilitation  of  the  first  floor  visitor's  center  including 
the  restoration  of  the  murals  and  seismic  retrofitting  of  the  building;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1996  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  entered  into  a  lease  with  the 
Beach  Chalet,  L.P.  {"Lessee")  for  a  restaurant  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building;  and

WHEREAS,  prior  to  1935,  cities  and  counties  collected  property  taxes  on  motor 
vehicles  to  fund  essentia!  local  public  health  and  safety  senyices;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1935,  the  Legislature  first  enacted  the  Vehicle  License  Fee  (VLF)  Act, 
replacing  the  property  tax  on  vehicles  with  a  1.75  percent  fee  charge  against  the  value  of  the 
motor  vehicle;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  1 948,  the  rate  of  the  VLF  was  increased  to  2  percent  of  the  value  of  the 
vehicle;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  1986,  the  voters  voted  overwhelmingly  to  constitutionally  dedicate  the 
proceeds  of  the  VLF  to  fund  city  and  county  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  1998,  a  period  of  strong  economic  growth,  the  Legislature  approved  the 
use  of  a  portion  of  the  rapidly  growing  state  Genera!  Fund  to  reduce  the  VLF  payment  of 
vehicle  owners.
